Some 
day, perhaps, public opinicn will have ad 
vanced far enough to attach the stigina of 
inefliciency to the non-swimmer ; he or she 
will no longer be regarded as a completely 
educated man or woman.

FREE STATE BUTTER. 


PRICES AND BOUNTIES. 


Secretary, Irish Creamery Managers’ Asso- 
ciation, writes:—You state that the Free 
State policy of bounties and subsidies has 
caused trouble to the Northern. creameries. 
This is really difficult to understand, as Free 
State butter is commanding as high—if not a 
higher—price on the Belfast market as 
Northérn creamery butter, and I do not think 
it can be denied that, if no Free State 
creamery butter were sold in Belfast, 
Northern creamery would not command one 
renny per owt, more than cat ve procured 
for it at the present moment. I mey ublserve 
that there is . very big and a very insistent 
demand for Free State butter on the Belfast 
market. Needless to say, the quality of Free 
State butter is perfect, and many cf thie 
Belfast consumers, to my own knowledge, 
demand it, and will have it. 

It is senseless, if not stupid in the extreme, 
for any fairly informed writer to allege that 
the low price prevailing for butter either in 
England or in Northern Ireland is due to the 
competition from Free State creameries. Free 
State creamery butter is: commanding quite 
as good a price, and in many instances a 
higher price, on the British market than it is 
on the Belfast market, and the Northern 
creameries -are not confined to the Belfast 
market; for, presumably, Britain is quite 
prepared to buy si NS butter and to give 
a price for it consistent with its quality. . 

hat is hitting the Northern creameries 
so keenly ig not Free State competition, but 
the abnormally low world prices prevailing 
for butter, ail particularly the low prices in 
those countries which are not giving sufficient 


protection to agriculture such as Great Britain 
and Northern Ireland. 


You further state in referring to Free State 


going on, but would you kindly point to an 
instance where Free State creamery butter 1s 
not commanding this year as good a price 
comparatively with other butters as it did in 
former years? If you can do that, there will 
be some little substance in your contention. 

I may state, for your information, that the 
Free’ State creameries commenced to export 
to Belfast this season on or about the 21st 
of April, and for weeks ending the 7th and 
14th April, when there was no Free State 
butter on the Belfast market, and when 
Northern creamery butter was very limited 
in supplies, the Northern creameries were 
only able to command for it 4s. per cwt. 
if Free State butter had anything to do with 
the low price prevailing for butter on the 
Belfast market, one would expect that when 
there was no Free State butter on that 
market the Northern ameries would be 
etting a remunerative price for their butter, 
ut such is contrary to the fact. 

You also state (referring to the Free State 
bounties and subsidies) “that the absurdity 
of the whole system Pre "Re dew! an 
citizen to pay an ivordinately high price tor 
his butter I order that the Northern Irish 


butter at little more than one-half of that 
rice,” Were the bounties really instituted 
n Otder to give cheap butter to the 
Northern Irish and the British: consumer, or 
was it to help the Free State farmer to get 
an economic price fur his butter? Do you 
seriously maintain that, if there were no 
economic struggle subsisting between t-e 
Free State and Great Britain, the price of 
butter in Belfast and England would be any 
higher than it is at present’

Two basic 
principles underlay the British Govern 
ment’s case. One was that default mus’ 
be avoided at all costs, and the other that 
no contract, or arrangement, between two 
nations could be abrogated unilaterally. 
On the other hand, the British Treasury 
declared plainly that it eould not continue 
to pay large sums to the United States so 
long as Britain’s debtors were paying her 
nothing. Now President Roosevelt has 
agreed to a course which, while avoiding 
the suspicion of default, will relieve 
Britain of the need to find a huge sum for 
America to-morrow morning. Britain will 
make a so-called ‘‘ token”’ payment of 
10,000,000 dollars. thus acknowledging her 
indebtedness to the United States, with- 
out prejudice to any settlement of the War 
debt question that may be reached after- 
wards. In order to avoid disturbance of the 
exchanges, the payment will be made in 
silver, which has been obtained through 
the. good offices of the Government of 
India.

1—In reply to the Note. handed to me 
by the State Department on the 9th June 
(sxe No. 1), I am direeted by my Govern 
nient to make the following communica 
tion to you. i 

2—It will be recalled that the general 
views of His Majesty’s Government on 
War debts and on their relation to the 
present. world difficulties’ were explained 
in the Notes exchanged in November and 
December last. His Maiesty’s Govern 
tment at that time decided to make pay- 
ment of the amount due on the 15th 
December; but thev indicated clearly that 
this payment “ was not to be regarded as 
a resumption of the actual payments 
contemplated by the existing agreement,” 
and they announced their intention of 
treating this payment “ as a capital: pay- 
ment of which account should be taken in 
any final settlement.”’ : 

3—Finally, they pointed out that the 
procedure adopted ‘‘ must obviously be 
exceptional and abnormal,”’ and they 
urged upon the United States Govern. 
ment. “the importance of an early 
exchange of views with the object of con. 
cluding the proposed discussion before the 
15th June next, in order to obviate the 
risk of a general breakdown of existing 
inter-governmental agreements.”’ 

4—His Majesty's Government in the 
United Kingdom adopted this procedure 
because they recognised the peculiar posi- 
tion in which the then United “States 
Administration was placed and the im- 
possibility of their undertaking any 
effective discussion of the problem at that 
time.

OF RUPTURE. 


An exceedingly tense situation has 


arisen between Germany and Austria 
following the dramatic arrest in Berlin 
during the early hours of yesterday morn- 
ing of Dr. Erwin Wasserbaeck, chief of 
the Press Department of the Austrian 
Legation, and his subsequent expulsion 
from the country. 


Vienna, was in direct violation of diplo- 
matic immunity, was Herr Hitler’s reply 
to the arrest by the Austrian authorities 
of his representative, Dr. Habicht. 

Dr. Wasserbaeck was asleep when a 
detachment of Secret Police knocked at 
the door of his flat about two o'clock in 
the morning. He asked the police to 
remain outside until he had telephoned to 
the Austrian Minister in Berlin (Herr 
Tauschitz) and to the Austrian Chancellor 
(Dr. Dolfuss), im London. Dr. Dolfuss 
advised Dr. Wasserbaeck to yield only to 
force, and while this conversation was 
still going on the commander of the police 
threatened to break the door. 

Having. finished his conversation he 
opened the door and was shown the written 
order of arrest and surrendered. He was 
taken to the police headquarters. 

It is officially announced in Vienna that 
Dr. Wasserbaeck was forced by the police 
to sign a paper, taking note of the fact 
that he was deprived of his credentials 
and must leave German territory imme- 
diately. 

As soon as he heard this, Dr. Dollfuss 
personally nominated him Counsellor of 
the Legation in London—a higher rank— 
and begged him to proceed to London 
forthwith. 


GERMAN STATEMENT. 

The German newspapers simply an- 
nounce that Dr. Wasserbaeck has been or- 
dered to leave Germany for the “ illegal 
and disgraceful treatment of Herr Habicht 
in Austria.”’ 

The official communiqué declares that 
the Austrian Government, by ignoring the 
notification of Dr. Habicht as Press 
Attaché to the German Legation in 
Vienna, has been guilty of a breach of 
international law. Moreover, it.is added, 
the situation has been exacerbated by the 


act of violence against Herr Habicht. 
As the Austrian Government, de- 
snite Germany’s protest, has, it is 


claimed, done nothing to clear up the case 
or order his release, the only suitable 
counter measure that could be taken was 
to order the expulsion from Germany of 
the Austrian Press Attache in Berlin, 

Herr Habicht, who was arrested on 
Tuesday by Austrian police and who had 
‘gone on hunger strike, was released yester- 
day afternoon, and left Linz at 4.55 in 
his own motor car. He was accompanied 
by an Austrian police official, who escorted 
him to the frontier. 

Messages from Innsbruck state that 120 
Nazi leaders have been arrested since the 
attempt upon the life of Dr. Steidle, the 
Heimwehr leader on Sunday, and the

CONDITIONS FOR A 
RETURN TO GOLD. 


FALLACY OF EXPORT 
SUBSIDIES SHOWN. 


From OUR CoRRESPONDENT. 
LONDON, Wednesday. 


HIEF interest to-day, the third day 
of the World’s Monetary and 
Economic Conference, centred in the forty- 
minute speech of Mr. Neville Chamber- 
lain, the Chancellor of the Exchequer. 

Senator J. Connolly, the chief. Irish Free 
State delegate, will speak to-morrow. 

Mr. Macdonald announced. that the 
tariff truce agreement was now in force 
between nineteen States, the majority of 
which play an important part in world 
economy, and urged it upon other dele- 
gates, so that it might be announced that 
this first act of good-will had been 
accepted by the vast majority of States. 

M. Hymans, the Belgian Foreign 
Minister, was elected Vice-President of 
the Plenary Conference. : 

After Dr. Dollfuss, the Austrian Chan- 
cellor, had spoken, Mr. Neville Chamber- 
lain took the tribune. 

He proposed, he said, to draw the atten- 
ticn of the Conference to certain salient 
facts and instances of the last few years, 
and to indicate, in the light of those facts 
and instances, the objectives at which, in 
the opinion of the United Kingdom dele- 
gation, the Conference should aim. 

After sketching the steps “by which 
Britain and other countries returned to 
the gold standard in 1925, and the effect 
of war debts and reparations which forced 
its abandonment in September, 1931, he 
outlined the policy of Britain on the ques- 
tions before the Conference. 


DEBTS AND REPARATIONS. 


It is clear, he said, that the present 
lack of equilibrium between prices and 
costs can only be remedied either by a 
further drastic reduction of wages and 
other costs and by widespread bank- 
ruptcies, or by a sufficient recovery in the 
levels of wholesale prices. An all-round 
reduction in costs, however, produces very 
deflationary effects on prices, so that costs 
and prices chase one another downwards 
without ever getting to equilibrium. 

To bring about a recovery in prices 
action in various spheres will be neces- 
sary. 

The final settlement of reparations and 
War debts is not within the scope of this 


tial if the measures taken in other fields 
are to be effective. 

The fundamental monetary condition of 
the recovery of prices is that credit should 
be made available by a policy of cheap 
monev, and that such credit should be 
actively employed. 

The question whether Governments can 
actively assist. in this matter by schemes 
of governmental capital expenditure will 
also require consideration. 

A further matter which falls within the 
monetary sphere concerns the values of 
the principal currencies of the world in 
relation to one another. In our opinion. 
the attainment of stability of exchange 
rates must necessarily be attempted in 
two stages. 


TO STABILISE CURRENCY. 


Approximate stability between  cur- 
rencies will be achieved in so far as the 
principal countries use their resources in 
order to counteract fluctuations in the 
value of their currency. This first stage 
should be dealt with immediately. 

The United Kingdom delegation en- 
dorses the view that the ultimate aim of 
monetary policy should be the restoration 
of a satisfactory international standard, 
and there is no doubt that a gold ‘stan- 
dard seems to be generally acceptable. 

The three conditions under which the 
Mnited Kingdom would feel justified in 
returning to the gold standard are :— 

1—A rise in the general level of the 
wholesale prices of commodities sufficient 
to restore equilibrium between prices and 
costs. 

2—An adjustment of the factors which 
caused. the breakdown of the gold 
standard in the past, and which, if not 
corrected, would inevitably lead to a 
repetition of the process in the future— 
Disturbances due to reparations and war 
debt payments, and the obstacles to in- 
ternational trade caused by. excessive 
tarifis, exchange restrictions, and other 


abnormal, impediments to the flow of 
commerce. | 

3—That the gold standard shall in 
future be so administered that wide 


fluctuations in the purchasing power of 
gold, im so far as they arise from mone- 
tary causes, will be to the greatest. possible 
extent prevented. Three measures which 
seem to us essential are the withdrawal of 
gold from international circulation, and 
its use only for settlement of  inter- 
national balances. The reduction in the 
legal minimum proportions of gold which 
central banks a:: required to hold “in 
their reserves, and a closer permanent 
co-operation between central banks. 

The Conference should examine some 
means wherebv those~ countries which 
need financial assistance in order to 
enable exchange restrictions fo be 
abolished could, under proper conditions, 
obtain it from the creditor countries 
which possess an available surplus of gold 
reserves, 


TRADE RESTRICTIONS. 


Customs tariffs may be imposed for the 
purpose of revenue, for the maintenance 
of a country’s standard of living, 
and íor the encourazement of forms 
of ‘industry and production which 
are regarded -as-. essential to. the 
economic life of particular countries. 
I submit, however, that these considera- 
tions do not justify the maintenance by 
prohibitive tariffs of industries which can- 
not be efficiently and economically. carried 
on. 

In our view, the reduction of Customs 
tariffs can best be achieved by. a series of 
bilateral negotiations which take detailed 
account of the particular trade relations 
of the negotiating countries. These 
agreements should be valid for at. least 
some years to.come, so as to give traders 
certainty for the future. 

International agreement should be 
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sought to abolish all import prohibitions 
adopted on grounds of commercial policy, 
withoat prejudice to the admitted excep- 
tions 6 other special grounds which have 
been géherally. recognised internationally. . 


As regards guctas, the United Kingdom 


delegation consider. thag. a Clear .distine- 
tion should. be drawn between import 
quotas arbitrarily imposed by the import- 
ing country as an additional’ measure of 
protection for the home producer and 
production, and market quotas established 
in pursuance of international agreements 
to regulate production or markets, so as to 
restore and maintain a remunerative level 
of wholesale prices for producers in all 
countries.
